Sir Samuel Wilson (1832-1895) was born in Ireland and moved to Victoria in 1852. He worked with the Acclimatization Society by experimenting with 
ostrich farming and the breeding of Angora goats. He also donated thirty thousand pounds to the University of M elbourne to build a hall and in 1879 the 
foundation stone was laid for the Gothic Wilson Hall which was destroyed by a firein 1960. He was knighted in 1875 and became the owner of the largest 
sheep holding in the world.

A news report in The Register, Adelaide, Thursday 12 August 1909, page 7 
on the death of Joseph Grundy reads as follows. 


The south, particularly Second Valley, has lost one of its most esteemed 
residents in Mr. Joseph Grundy, who died on M onday. The deceased was 
the eldest son of M r.J oseph Grundy, formerly of Lincolnshire, England, who 
landed in this State in 1853, and finally settled in Second Valley, wherehehad 
purchased 900 acres of land in 1867, when his son J oseph was only six years 
old. H ewas educated at St. Peter's Collegiate School, and on the death of his 
father took over the estate. H e considerably enlarged the freehold property. 
He quickly became one of the best known and most popular pastoralists 
in the south, whose judgment of sheep and horses was greatly valued and 
sought after for shows. For many years he was President of the Yankalilla, 
M yponga, and Rapid Bay Agricultural Society. His breed of Lincoln sheep 
were well known throughout the State, and for five succeeding years he 
carried off the first prize at the Adelaide Shows with his Lincoln rams. He 
was a Keen sportsman and athlete. For about 20 years M r. Grundy held the 
position of Chairman of the Finniss Vale Institute, served a term of years 
in the Rapid Bay District Council, and was deputy returning officer for the 
Electoral District of Alexandra. It was greatly due to his energy that the 
large hall at St. James's Church, Delamere was built, and he was Church 
Treasurer for many years.

The above badge was issued at the first public presentation of gold valour 
badges which had been instituted in 1916. The presentation was made to 
17 police officers by the Chief Secretary, Mr McLeod M LA at Russell Street 
Barracks on 26 September 1916 with about 250 Constables on parade and 
in attendance was the Chief Commissioner, Mr A.G.Sainsbury and leading 
officers of the police force. 


W hen presenting the gold badges Mr M cLeod said they were a reward for 
valour. He said men at the front were receiving VCs for deeds not more 
worthy, perhaps, than some that were performed by the police, and the 
Government in adopting the innovation felt that a suitable medal should be 
given to members of the force when exceptional determination, valour, or 
devotion to duty was exhibited. H e eulogised the marked bravery of several 
constables who had recently faced desperate armed criminals and succeeded 
in arresting them. 


Constable W.Downes along with Constables F.Bresnan and J.Walsh wereeach 
recommended for gold badges for displaying great courage and determination 
when they arrested John Lane, GeorgeRankin and Ernest Watson on 6 M ay 
after an exciting chase in the city of M elbourne. The recommendation was 
made by Inspecting Superintendent L.Gleeson. The constables saw the three 
men behaving suspiciously in Flinders Lane and followed them. John Lane 
fired a revolver but nobody was injured. The chase then became exciting 
with civilians joining in including one soldier who had been wounded at 
the Gallipoli landing. The three men were captured and then recognised as 
desperate young criminals who were suspected of having broken into many 
shops in M elbourne on Saturday afternoons. 


John Lane was charged with having shot with intent to murder, with having 
a housebreaking implement in his possession, and with warehouse breaking. 
On the charge of having shot at Constable Downes with intent to murder 
Lane was committed for trial at the Supreme Court. At the trial Constable 
W.Downes gave evidence regarding the pursuit and capture of Lane. In 
addition to the revolver, he said a jemmy was also taken from Lane's pocket 
when he was arrested.

Francis Bresnan, an engine driver, was born 14 J uly 1893 at Dunbulbalane(on 
theNineM ileCreek about 200km north-northeast of M elbourne), Victoria. 
H e was appointed as a Foot Constable to the Victorian Police Force on 17 
December 1914 and discharged as a Constable on 1 November 1923 after 
‘Refusing Duty' during the police strike, along with many other constables, 
as recorded in Victoria Police Gazette 13 December 1923. Up until this time 
his conduct was recorded as good. As well as being awarded theGold Valour 
Badge he was also highly commended on 18 M arch 1918 for stopping at 
great personal risk a bolting horsein Elizabeth Street, M elbourneon 4 M arch 
1918. The horse had freed itself from a van to which it had been attached 
and bolted out of Little Bourke Street and collided with another vehicle.

Citation: William Henry Proudfoot, Russell Street, M elbourne, Senior 
Constable of Police, aged 53 years, who risked his life in stopping two run- 
away horses at the corner of Swanston Street and Bourke Street, M elbourne, 
on December 23, 1918. Thehorses, attached to a light delivery wagon, were 
belting out of Swanston Street into Bourke Street, when Proudfoot saw them. 
H eimmediately sprang forward and seized the bridle of the near-side horse, 
and forced the team away from a tram-car, fully loaded with passengers, 
missing it by inches. He guided the horses between the tram and other 
vehicles, and pulled them up at the rear of the tram-car, after hanging on to 
them for 30 to 40 yards. 
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Bill Proudfoot was a police constable but he was also a Collingwood Football 
Club legend. Born on 11 June 1866 at Kilmore, Victoria he grew to bea very 
large young man, standing at 184cm and weighing about 101kg. In 1888 
while working as a labourer he applied to join the Victorian Police Force 
and was appointed Constable on 2 J uly 1888. O ver the ensuing years he was 
promoted to Senior Constable 16.9.1914, Sergeant 2nd Class 18.11.1919, 
Sergeant 1st Class 5.12.1921, Sub-Inspector 12.1.1924, Inspector 24.2.1925 
and Superintendent 14.1.1926. During his service he was posted as follows, 
Russell Street 2.8.1888, Collingwood 5.4.1889, K yneton 18.10.1897, Russell 
Street 20.9.1900, Collingwood 10.10.1900, Clifton Hill 16.2.1903, Echuca 
East 6.5.1910, M itcham 23.4.1912, Russell Street 16.9.1914, Clifton Hill 
12.1.1920, Russell Street 13.3.1924, Fitzroy 2.7.1924, South M elbourne 
7.2.1925, No.3 Div (charge) 23.2.1925, Shepparton 5.10.1925, Central 
District 26.1.1926, and then he retired 11.6.1926 having reached age 60 
and being superannuated. Bill died 11 January 1931 while licensee of the 
Walls Club H otel, Werribee. 


Bill Proudfoot was a legend of Aussie Rules, playing for the Collingwood 
Football Club (the M agpies). In the club's first game played at Victoria Park 
on7 M ay 1892 Bill kicked the Collingwood team's second goal. Even in his 
football games Bill Proudfoot proved to bea lifesaver. On one occasion in 
a match played against N orth M elbourne in 1896, angry fans stormed the 
field to attack the umpire after their team lost to the M agpies. Fortunately 
for the umpire Bill Proudfoot, a giant of a man, stepped in and shielded the 
umpire whilst himself taking the bulk of the vicious blows from the fans. The 
umpire was left relatively unscathed but Proudfoot absorbed so many blows 
that he collapsed when hereached the dressing room. O neof the observers to 
the melee stated that he thought the umpire would almost surely have been 
killed if it was not for the heroic intervention of Proudfoot. 


Bill Proudfoot only played a nominal number of games during the last few 
years of his career because the Chief Commissioner of Police decreed that 
police officers were not allowed to play football. W hen this happened, Bill was 
subject to allegations that he was playing, made by a series of letters written 
by an anonymous person. It was suspected that the writer had a personal 
grudge against Proudfoot or indeed against the Collingwood Football Club. 
W hen the writer complained about Proudfoot not doing his police duties he 
made a big mistake because Bill Proudfoot was regarded as an exemplary 
police officer and even rose to the rank of Inspector. 


Bill Proudfoot's last game with Collingwood was played against St Kilda 
in 1906. Hehad played a total of 190 games. H e was Captain in 1898 and 
part of 1899 and again in 1901; Vice-Captain in 1897; and a Life M ember. 
H ealso played in VFL representative matches in 1894 (Intercolonial match), 
1899 and again in 1902 (v Ballarat).

Edmund Harold Swift was born at Balmain on 5 April 1893, the son of 
J.H .Swift of M irfield, Yorkshire, England. H ewas educated at Sydney High 
School and Sydney University and was a fellow of the Commonwealth 
Institute of Accountants. He commenced working with the Public Works 
Department as a junior clerk in 1910 rising through the ranks.

James Park played Aussie Rules for the Carlton Football Club making his 
debut in 1932 in the 4th round match against H awthorn at Princes Park. In 
1933 he played at centre half-back until the team captain, Frank Gill, was 
injured and so Park relocated to the last line of defence. When Gill returned 
from injury, Park moved to the pocket and was an outstanding success. In 
1938 Jim Park was a member of the Victorian state team and also was a 
key element of Carlton's sixth Grand Final victory. Wearing the number 26 
guernsey, he turned out for his last game when Carlton played Footscray at 
Princess Park in the final round of 1940. He then volunteered for overseas 
war service in M arch 1941. 


James Park was killed leading his men into action in defence of an airfield 
at Wau in New Guinea and as a tribute to him, one minute's silence was 
observed for 'Gentleman Jim' as he was known, on 8 May 1943 before 
the commencement of the first match of the season between Carlton and 
Richmond at Princess Park. A lone bugler then played the last post. In a 
further tribute to him, The Sporting Globe Football Annual reported as 
follows. 'Jim Park had the admiration of officials, players and supporters 
alike at Carlton, for he played the game hard and fairly. H easked no quarter 
from anyoneand hegavenone. Y et with all his battling, he was scrupulously 
fair - a gentleman on and off the field.’

"Stamp Design Competition". 


Mr.R.A. Harrison (was) first. Three of the first five successful competitors in 
thestamp design competition conducted by the committee of the| nternational 
Philatelic Exhibition are Victorians. M orethan 100 designs were submitted 
from all parts of Australia, Great Britain, France, India, South Africa, and 
the United States, and five of the first seven successful competitors were 
Australians. (The awards were announced yesterday. 


Mr. R. A. Harrison, of the Government note printing branch, Fitzroy, 
obtained the First award-a gold medal. His design embodied the King's 
head. Thesecond placewas taken by M r.H. Perry, of Venusstreet, Caulfield, 
with a koala design, for which a silver medal was given. The third award 
(bronze medals) was shared by Mr. E. N. Broad, 50 Treen avenue, Barnes, 
England, and Mr. E. M. Horne, Tyne street, Gilberton (S.A.). The design 
submitted by M r. Broad was of the King's head, and that submitted by M r. 
H orne had as its base the kangaroo. The cockatoo design of Mr. J. Trevor, 
N ar-nar-goon, was highly commended. T he designs of M r. F. H .Burrell, sixth 
avenue, Joslin E. Adelaide (kangaroo and wheatfield), and of M r.H. W. Barr, 
N asik road, India (allegorical). Special bronze medals will be awarded to 
the three last-mentioned competitors. All the successful designs have been 
sub-mitted to the Postmaster-G eneral's department with a view to possible 
adoption for use as Australian stamps. Should any design be accepted the 
author will be granted a premium of £25. It is considered possible that each 
of the first three or even four designs may be adoptcd. 


Mr. Harrison, the winner, also won the competition conducted in 1926 for 
the Canberra stamp, and both heand Mr. H. Perry, the second prize winner, 
are officers of the Government note and stamp printing branch. M r. Broad 
is on the staff of a firm of stamp printers in England, and Mr. Barr is the 
manager of the Indian Government printers. The judges of the competition 
expressed appreciation of the high average quality of the designs. 


T hejudges were:-M r. P. T. Berry, Chairman; M r. James M urray (representing 
the Postmaster-General), Mr. John Ash (technical representative), Mr. J. 
S. M acdonald (representing Australian artists) and Mr. A. A. Rosenblum

By arrangement with SOCOG a digital image taken at the medal presentation 
ceremony was sent to Fuji Xerox at M ascot, New South Wales where it 
was combined with a pre-designed frame format under the auspices of an 
Australia Post official. Once accepted this was then transmitted to Fuji 
X erox document printers in Sydney, M elbourne, Brisbane, Adelaide, Perth, 
and Canberra where a limited quantity of pre-perforated sheets were used 
to print the ‘digital’ stamps. 


Black backing sheets were interleaved as part of this production process 
and as they contained an offset image, were NOT supposed to be issued 
to collectors. Each state's sheet bore an identifying animal logo at bottom 
right (N SW isa platypus). Stamps were then despatched to 69 selected post 
offices throughout Australia for sale from noon the day after. 


T hesameimage was transmitted to SN P Ausprint in M elbournewheresimilar 
sheets (with a different identifying logo) were printed for normal distribution 
and available on the second day after production. 


These sheets were purchased at the Olymphilex stamp & collectibles 
exhibition post office at Centrepoint in Sydney and the appropriate sport 
pictogram postmark applied once to each sheet. (Richard Peck 2002)

William Colenso was born in Penzance, Cornwall, he was the cousin of 
John William Colenso, bishop of N atal. H etrained as a printer's apprentice 
then travelled to N ew Zealand in 1834 to work for the Church M issionary 
Society as a printer/missionary. H e was responsible for the printing of the 
M aori language translation of the N ew Testament. 


By July 1835, he had printed and bound 2,000 copies of the Epistles to the 
Ephesians and Philippians, as well as printing addition, multiplication, and 
shillings-and-pence tables for the schools. Then by 5 J anuary 1836, he had 
composed and printed 1,000 copies of St. Luke's Gospel, as well as further 
material for the schools. In J uly 1837, Colenso printed the first M aori Bible 
comprising three chapters of Genesis, the 20th chapter of Exodus, the first 
chapter of the Gospel of St] ohn, 30 verses of the fifth chapter of the Gospel 
of St M atthew, the Lord's Prayer and some hymns. During the year ending 
31 December 1840, he had printed 10,000 Catechisms, 11,000 Psalms, 
other religious texts and material for the schools; as well as 200 copies of 
the" Government Gazette" for the colonial government. 


H ewas ordained a Deacon on 22 September 1844 following his theological 
studies at St John's College, which was then located at Te Waimate 
mission. 


He was an avid botanist; detailing and transmitting to Kew Gardens in 
England previously unrecorded N ew Zealand flora. H eassisted | oseph Dalton 
H ooker when he visited the Bay of Islands from 18 August to 23 N ovember 
1841. In 1866, he was the first N ew Zealander to be elected as a Fellow of 
the Royal Society. H e wrote several books, and contributed over a hundred 
papers to scientific journals. 


He married Elizabeth Fairburn on 27 April 1843. William and Elizabeth 
Colenso worked at the Waitangi (Ahuriri, Napier) M ission from 1844. In 
the 1840s, from his mission station in Hawke's Bay, Colenso made several 
long exploratory journeys through the central N orth Island in the company 
of Maori guides with the aim of reaching the inland M aori settlements 
of Patea, in the Taihape region, and converting them to Christianity. His 
travels took him through trackless forest, over the high Ruahine Range 
and across the Rangipo Desert and past the mountains of Ruapehu and 
Tongariro to theshores of Lake Taupo. In doing so hecontributed greatly to 
the European exploration of the central N orth Island. One of his journeys, 
between December 1841 and February 1842, was across the N orth Island 
and up to the Kaipara H arbour. 


From 1845, Colenso undertook lengthy journeys every spring and autumn. 
In 1847, he travelled to Taupo then south to pass by the Tongariro and 
Ruapehu mountains. H e visited regularly the Wairapara and H utt districts, 
where he was frequently at odds with the European lessees of sheep and 
cattle stations such as Kelly, M cM aster, Grindell and Gillies. In 1845, about 
a dozen sheep and cattle farmers had leased large areas of land from local 
M aori by mutual agreement. M aori owners regularly raised the annual lease 
fee to the annoyance of the farmers. The farmers regularly pressed M aori 
to sell land. M any younger chiefs were keen sellers but were thwarted by 
conservative older chiefs. The farmers also paid M aori to assist in building 
roads to help economic development. Colenso regularly counselled M aori 
against selling any land or helping build roads which he claimed would be 
disastrous for them. Colenso was especially vociferous about the farmers 
living with M aori women as their wives, without a Christian marriage. 
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Colenso also had strong views about drinking and horse racing which 
were a regular part of colonial life that M aori as well as settlers enjoyed. 
This put him in opposition to a wide range of N ew Zealanders. In 1847, 
Judge Chapman, Doctor Featherston, the bank manager M cDonald and 
the merchant Waitt visited the H utt valley. There was criticism of what was 
called "the malicious interference of Colenso". 


His standing in N ew Zealand colonial society and the Church M issionary 
Society, along with his fervent hope of ordination, was lost when it was 
discovered that he was the father of a son (Wiremu) by Ripeka, the M aori 
maid of his wife, Elizabeth Fairburn Colenso, in M ay 1850. In November 
1851, Colenso was suspended as a deacon and dismissed from the mission 
in 1852. In 1853, he was convicted of a technical assault over an argument 
about Ripeka and their son. 


Following a long wilderness period during which he continued his botany 
work, he took an active role as a local politician in N apier. He represented 
N apier astheM ember of Parliament for theN apier electorate from the1861 
by-election to 1866, when heretired. In 1871, Colenso was the speaker at the 
H awkes Bay Provincial Council when N gati Kahungunu had been persuaded 
by farmers, the Russell Brothers, that they could get their land back in what 
came to be known as the R epudiation M ovement. Their chief H enareM atua 
had already pronounced all land dealing with both the crown and private 
sales illegal. The brothers persuaded M aori that legal action against large 
land owners such as Donald M cLean would succeed. Colenso advised M aori 
not to takea legal path that would leave them deep in debt. Lawyer and later 
Government N ative M inister John Sheehan who spoke fluent M aori, acted 
on behalf of the Repudiation M ovement. M atua attempted to stand as an 
M P but lost and the movement, deep in debt, petered out. 


H e died in N apier in 1899, leaving two sons and a daughter. His son from 
Ripeka, Wiremu/William, left N ew Zealand for Cornwall, married a cousin 
and lived in Penzance until his death. His son from Elizabeth Fairburn, Ridley 
Latimer, attended Cambridge University, and finally settled in Scotland. 
His daughter Frances M ary married William Henry Simcox and settled in 
Otaki, New Zealand. Neither of his sons had surviving children - Frances 
had nine. 


Today in his memory their exists 'The Colenso Society’ which was founded 
in 2010 by academics and historians across New Zealand. The Colenso 
Society aims to "promote the study of the life and work of the Reverend 
William Colenso FLS FRS".

Buddha is also represented on staters and various copper issues of this 
ruler (Buddha is seated or standing). The series is discussed by Joe Cribb, 
‘K anishka's Buddha image coins revisited’ in 'Silk Road Art and Archaeology’ 
but illustrates and describes the Paris Collection quarter stater example on 
p.166 and plate 1, (p.167). 


Kanishka, a fervent Buddhist, is best remembered today for sponsoring the 
first great Buddhist conference at K anish Vihar, that led to the adoption and 
promotion of M ahayana Buddhism, a school of thought that revered the 
life of Buddha as much as his spiritual teaching. The great bronze plaques 
that recorded the conference proceedings have never been found, but we 
are fortunate to have a report of the conference from the Chinese scholar 
Hien Tsang. The Buddha coinage was probably struck as a special issue in 
conjunction with the conference, and theimage of Buddha would have made 
a stunning impact at the time. Buddha had previously only been represented 
in symbolic form, but under K anishka the fusion of Greek and Indian culture 
led to the portrayal of Buddha in human form. Kanishka's coins were among 
these first representations and provide the earliest firmly datable images of 
the Buddha in any artistic medium. (Source CN G)

Yuan Shi-kai (6 September 1859 - 6 June 1916) was a Chinese military and 
government official who rose to power during the late Qing dynasty. He 
tried to save the dynasty with a number of modernization projects including 
bureaucratic, fiscal, judicial, educational, and other reforms, despite playing 
a key part in the failure of the Hundred Days' Reform. He established the 
first modern army and a more efficient provincial government in N orth China 
in the last years of the Qing dynasty before the abdication of the X uantong 
Emperor, thelast monarch of the Q ing dynasty, in 1912. Through negotiation, 
he became the first official president of the Republic of China in 1912.

Little is known of Hiketas beyond his coinage, but Buttrey in M organtina 
Studies "The Coins" pieced together a history based on the numismatic 
evidence. Following H iketas's defeat of Phintias, tyrant of Akragas, he set 
out against the Carthaginians. T his campaign ended in disaster at the Terias 
river, northwest of Syracuse. Buttrey, based on his die analysis, concludes 
that this gold issue was struck very hurriedly towards the end of H iketas's 
reign, and theorizes that this series was issued to pay for his Carthaginian 
campaign.

N ero Claudius Drusus was the second son of Livia by her first husband, 
Tiberius Claudius N ero. He was brought up in the household of Augustus, 
who took note of his abilities and fast-tracked his advancement in military 
and civil affairs. In 16 BC he was married to Antonia, daughter of M ark 
Antony and Octavia, and the happy union produced two sons, Germanicus 
and the future emperor Claudius. In 12 BC, Augustus gave him command 
of the planned conquest of Germany, which he seemed to have achieved 
in four skilfully waged campaigns over the next three years. His letters 
written during this time (later excerpted by Suetonius) indicated he hoped 
for a restoration of the Republic, an attitude which might have strained 
relations with Augustus. But Drusus never returned to Rome, for a serious 
equestrian accident in Germany led to an infection which claimed his lifein 
the summer of 9 BC. Despite his Republican leanings, his brother Tiberius 
and son Claudius both became Roman emperors, the latter of whom struck 
this coin honoring his illustrious father.

Situated on the southern coast of Sicily, Gela was founded in 688 BC by 
Cretans and Rhodians. It rose to become the most influential state on the 
island. In 485 its ruler Gelon seized Syracuse and transferred his capital 
there, taking with him many of the leading citizens. His brother Hieron, 
later tyrant of Syracuse, was left in charge of Gela. Tetradrachm issues at 
Gela probably began circa 480 BC, shortly thereafter becoming the principal 
denomination of the Geloan coinage, and remaining so down to the time of 
the destruction of the city by Carthaginian invaders in 405 BC. Theultimate 
design of the tetradrachms displayed a racing chariot, borrowed from the 
Syracusan coinage, and theforepart of a man-headed bull. The rather brutal 
half-length figure of the man-headed bull swimming right is based on the 
‘father of all rivers', Achelous, and is clearly identified by the ethnic Gelas 
as the personification of the river Gelas rushing to its mouth, where the 
city Gela stood.

The staters of the Boiotian Confederacy of the 4th Century are well known 
to numismatists. These staters, struck on the Aiginetic standard, bear on 
the obverse the usual Boiotian shield and on the reverse an amphora, with 
the addition of magistrate names and, on occasion, vines hanging from the 
handles or extra symbols abovethe amphora. Although the coins do not bear 
the mark of an issuing city, Thebes, as hegemon of the Boiotian Confederacy, 
was the most likely responsible authority. In his study of the series, "The 
4th Century BC M agistrate Coinage of the Boiotian Confederacy," in 
N umismatica Khronika (1998), Robert Hepworth identified 45 (two are 
uncertain) different magistrates and 97 separate varieties. The series begins 
in the early years of the fourth century and ends in 335 B.C., when the city 
was razed by Alexander theGreat. Through an intensive die study, H epworth 
identified the internal order of this series although an absolute chronology 
still remains to be determined. The actual identities of most of the magistrates 
remain obscure. H owever, the magistrate abbreviated as EPPA or EPAM has 
been identified as the historical Epaminondas (see " Epaminondas' Coinage," 
in Proceedings of the 10th International Congress of N umismatics, [London 
1986, pp. 35-40]), who, at the battle of Leuctra in 371 BC, successfully led 
the Bolotians against the invading Spartan army, thus ending nearly 300 years 
of Spartan military supremacy. Epaminondas met his death in 362 at the 
battle of M antinea. H eoworth in describing the series noted 1700 examples 
recorded from all the sources found over a period of 25 years of research. 
The series is divided into four major groups with sub-divisions within. It 
is established by die-links and hoard evidence of the approximate order of 
issue. The series appears to have an annual change of magistrates.

The establishment of Christianity in Axum saw the beginning of an active 
pilgrimage traffic between Ethiopia and the Holy Land. Pilgrims traveled 
down the Nile valley and then across to Palestine and Jerusalem. The 
pilgrims of course brought their coins with them, and the overt Christian 
symbolism appealed to thelocal communities through which they passed. As 
aresult, Axumite bronze coins and local imitations of them saw considerable 
circulation in Egypt and Palestine. They have been found at numerous 4th 
to 6th century sites, circulating alongside the regular Roman and Byzantine 
nummi.

T he obverse type may symbolise victory over evil, whereas the reverse refers 
to Caesa';s Office of "Pontifex Maximus" held since 63 B.C. This is the 
earliest coinage bearing Caesar's name and was issued in the aftermath of his 
fateful crossing of the Rubicon in defiance of the Senate order to relinquish 
his military command in Gaul. Various military adventures required funds 
to pay the troops and this was the coinage struck for that purpose.

Francis H all served in Afghanistan 1878-1880 with C Battery of the Royal H orseArtillery and was mentioned in despatches. H e also served in the Anglo-Boer 
War. H earrived in South Africa in November 1899 and joined M ethuen's Force on the O range River. He commanded the Brigade Division of Artillery (18, 62 
and 75 Btys) with General French's Force. H e was in the advance on Kimberley and present at actions at Belmont on 23 November 1899 and at Graspan on 
25 November 1899 where he advanced close to the enemy with his guns. He commanded the Royal Artillery at the Battle of M odder River on 28 N ovember 
1899 and at M agersfontein in support of the Highland Brigade on 10-11 December 1899. At Paardeburg he commanded the 18th, 62nd and 75th Batteries 
where they bombarded the Boer laager 17 - 26 February 1900. He was also at the surrender of General Cronje with 4,068 Transvaaler & Free Staters. 


Lt-Colonel Hall was appointed Commandant of Pietersburg and while in this position he received a letter written by Trooper Robert M itchell Cochrane of 
the Bushveldt Carbineers, a former J ustice of the Peace in Western Australia, sent on 4 October 1901 and signed by 15 members of the Bushveldt Carbineers. 
The letter referred to six ‘disgraceful incidents’ involving death and theft from captured enemy Boers and civilians and also the unlawful killing of one of their 
own men. Asa result of the letter Lt-Colonel H all summoned all Fort Edward officers and N COs to Pietersburg on 21 October 1901. They were met by a 
party of mounted infantrymen and escorted into town like criminals. The Australian, Lieutenant H arry 'Breaker' M orant who had been on leave in Pretoria 
was arrested when he returned. H all was posted to India before the various courts martial and subsequent execution of some men. 


In his book, 'The Bushveldt Carbineers and the Pietersburg Light H orse, the late William (Bill) Woolmore on page 111 writes, 'Colonel Hall, who could have 
been a crucial witness for the defence, was transferred to India with indecent haste before the courts martial began. Additionally, Colonel H all's presence at 
the court martial may have been an embarrassment to the prosecution's case as ex-Captain Robertson, who had turned King's evidence, had left the army 
in disgrace only a few months earlier following a demand by Colonel Hall for his resignation.’ The incidents were the subject of an Australian film made in 
1980 titled, ‘Breaker M orant'. The film won many awards and focused on the court martial of Lieutenants H arry 'Breaker' M orant (English actor, Edward 
Woodward), Peter H andcock (Australian actor, Bryan Brown), and George Witton (Australian actor, Lewis Fitz-Gerald) with the defence lawyer, M ajor J ames 
F.T homas played by the Australian actor, Jack Thompson. Lieutenants M orant and H andcock were sentenced to death and executed by a firing squad and 
Lieutenant Witton was sentenced to death but commuted to life in penal servitude.

During the Anglo-Boer War George Bridges was an officer in the |mperial Light H orse. He also was in command of the 5th and 6th West Australian M ounted 
Infantry from M ay to July 1901. He led the relief columns into both Ladysmith and M afeking. During the war he was twice mentioned in despatches and 
was also severely wounded. In 1904 he was sent to Somaliland where he raised and commanded the Tribal H orse and was again severely wounded this time 
at the Battle of J idballi. He was awarded the Distinguished Service Order during this campaign. 


At thestart of W W1 Bridges’ unit was the first British unit to engage the Germans. H elater commanded the 15th Division in France and was wounded a further 
three times including having his leg blown off. In 1917 he went to the United States of America with the Balfour M ission in order to consolidate American 
involvement in the war. He was the senior military member of the mission and was awarded the USA Distinguished Service M edal. 


In 1922 he accepted an appointment as Governor of South Australia following urging by his friend and admirer, Winston Churchill. He took up the post on 
4 December 1922. Bridges held very conservative views and did not get along very well with the Labor Government that was in control for some of the time 
of his tenure. When his term of office ended on 4 December 1927 he refused a second term as governor and returned to England. In retirement he wrote his 
memoirs (see book in this lot) which was published in 1938. Sir George Tom M olesworth Bridges KCB, KCM G, DSO, (Known as Sir Tom Bridges), died on 
26 November 1939 at Brighton, United Kingdom.

George M iller Robson was born at Peltonfell, County Durham, England 
on 12 M arch 1868 and arrived at Rockhampton in 1886. He served in the 
Railway Department as a leading hand blacksmith until he retired from the 
servicein 1931. As well as being a member of the Volunteer Infantry he was 
also an honorary ambulance bearer from 1905 to 1926. During that time he 
was railway ambulance officer for the Rockhampton District. From M arch 
1937 he was one of the trustees of the reserves for general cemeteries at 
Rockhampton. H ealso took an active part in several lodges and was secretary 
of the Lord Roden No.12 Lodge and the R.B.P. Gersham No.12 and was 
Past Grand M aster of the Loyal Orange Institution of Queensland as well 
as being a member of the Loyal Livingston Lodge N 0.9, 1.0 .0.F. 


George was also a volunteer fireman joining the Rockhampton volunteer 
brigade in 1895. In 1909 he was appointed Captain, in 1911 Assistant 
Superintendent and when the permanent brigade was formed in 1914 he 
was appointed Auxiliary Engineer which position he held until he retired 
in 1931. During WWI he served as a munitions worker and also formed 
several volunteer fire brigades to deal with fires caused by any air raids that 
might occur. 


George Miller Robson died on 2 February 1939 and he was given a 
fireman's funeral, the first occasion that this ceremony had been performed 
in Rockhampton for over 20 years. H is coffin was draped in a Union J ack on 
which was resting a fireman's helmet and was carried to the Rockhampton 
cemetery on a fire engine. The engine was preceded by the Chief Fire O fficer 
and Ex-Chief Fire Officer and was flanked by members of the brigade.

A news article in the Bathurst Free Press and M ining J ournal, Wednesday 
1 April 1885, p3, stated as follows, 'Some time ago a man who signed his 
name as ‘John Alexander Clarke’ sent to England for his wife and family 
of five children. They came by the immigrant, steamer Gulf of M exico, but, 
meanwhile, 'Clarke’ had enlisted in the N ew South Wales Contingent, in, it 
is alleged, the name of 'Best,' and proceeded to the Soudan in the capacity 
of a bugle major. It is represented that 'Clarke’ was known to his friends 
by the name of ‘Best,’ and that before leaving the colony he requested a 
friend to look after his wife and family on their arrival. This friend waited 
upon the|mmigration Agent, to consult him as to what it would be best to 
do in the interests of the immigrants. M r Wise said that as the visitor had 
been authorised to look after them, they were at liberty to go out of the 
Immigration Depot with him. The friend, however, said hehad a wife of his 
own to look after, and he was not prepared to accept the full responsibility 
of keeping the wife and family of the man who had gone away. H e intended 
to request the secretary to the Patriotic Fund Committee to see whether the 
alleged change of name on the part of 'Clarke’ would in any way affect the 
right of his wife, to receive his deferred pay, and whether the committee 
could render any assistance to the woman and her family. 


It was also reported on 7 M ay 1886 in the Globe (Sydney) newspaper that 
at the Tasmanian Easter encampment held at Ross that more than local 
interest was the presentation by the Colonel Commandant of the Imperial 
Government M edal (Egypt M edal) to Bugle M ajor | Best, a member of the 
Australian Contingent in the Soudan. The Colonel madea soldierly speech as 
he pinned the medal on the breast of the bugler. Best was wearing the Zulu 
War M edal of 1879, he having served as trumpeter in that campaign with 
Colonel Lonsdale's H orse. H ealso had the medal presented by the N ew South 
Wales citizens, but was not allowed to wear this when in uniform.

Alfred Holman Pitcher (AKA Pilcher), policeman, age 25, served with Colonial M ilitary Forces at Bathurst, N SW; Enl.19Feb1885 at Paddington Barracks 
in Sydney, NSW and allotted to A Coy; Emb.03M ar1885 on SS Iberia; RTA 23}]un1885 on SS Arab; served in M atabele Wars in Rhodesia as a trooper with 
Bechuanaland Border Police and B.S.A.P.; served in Anglo-Boer War with Protectorate Regiment Frontier Force and WIA 01Jan1900 at Siege of M afeking. 


In August 1885 at the fortnightly meeting of the N ew South Wales Patriotic Fund in the Sydney Town Hall one of the committee's recommendations was 
that Private A.H .Pitcher, single, formerly in the police, but now refused because of defective eyesight, was voted ten pounds. The medical reports showed 
that the defective vision was not of recent origin, or brought about by service in the Soudan and the committee thought that the applicant should seek other 
employment. In September Pitcher again applied to the committee for funds and the matter was referred to the Inspector-General of police for a report. Then 
in October 1885 the committee considered his case after the police authorities furnished another medical report stating that he could not be re-admitted to 
the force. It was decided that he be granted twenty five pounds to enable him to start in some small business. 


In the following years Pitcher made his way to South Africa and joined the Bechuanaland Border Police. He served with that unit during the M atabele War 
of 1893 and was with Forbes' column from which Alan Wilson's ill-fated 'Shanghai Patrol' was sent forward. He later joined the British South Africa Police 
and served with them during the M atabele Rebellion of 1896. 


Prior to the outbreak of the Boer War he joined the Protectorate Regiment that was raised by Colonel Baden-Powell and commanded by Lt-Col H.O.Hore. 
The regiment was besieged in M afeking for the first seven months of the war and Pitcher was wounded there on 1 January 1900. One of his more pleasant 
duties during the siege was to teach the beautiful Lady Sarah Wilson (Churchill) how to shoot a rifle. H e was also one of the first three into the fort to rescue 
his CO, Col Hore and others, who were being held captive by the Boer, Sarel Eloff, shortly before the relief. 


After M afeking was relieved on 17 M ay 1900, Sgt Pitcher was working in the Discharge Section at Cape Town. Then at the end of the war he was working 
in the office of the newly appointed Civilian Administrator for Swaziland, Enracht M ooney.

During his Boer War service with the Cape M ounted Rifles (CM R), Jordan 
fought at the Siege of Wepener in Orange Free State enduring the toughest 
part of the fighting with CM R losing 12 killed and 75 wounded. T hey held out 
at Wepener for 16 days and nights with nothing but cold food and for 3 days 
their trenches were flooded by rain. The siege ended on 24 April 1900. 


Jordan also served with the CM R during the action at Brandwater Basin, 
Wittebergen, that resulted in the capture of Prinsloo's Commando but 
unfortunately De Wet escaped. He then continued with his service in Cape 
Colony, Orange Free State and Transvaal through to the end of the war. 


In WWI while OC of the Anzac Provost Corps, the Chief Pay Office on 30 
April 1917 drew attention to the fact that Captain J ordan and other officers 
in the Provost Corps were overdrawn on their pay accounts and J ordan was 
asked to explain and also to repay about $163 in his own case. In a report 
dated 3 January 1918 prepared by Lt-Col D.Fulton, Commandant, Australian 
H eadquarters, Egypt it was stated that there were more convictions against 
members of the Provost Corps than against any other unit on a proportional 
basis. He concluded that the CO, Captain Jordan, had not insisted on a 
sufficiently high standard of conduct and discipline from the members of 
the Corps. Subsequently he was relieved of his command. 


Captain J ordan was also involved in another scandal when the British Consul 
to the AIF in Cairo reported that a Roumanian lady named M iss Felman 
claimed to be engaged to Captain J ordan of the Anzac Provost Corps. The 
Consul, Mr Alba, claimed that Captain Jordan had solemnly promised to 
marry the lady and was bound to honour his promise. He allegedly had 
her with child which had been prematurely born and subsequently died. 
The birth took place unexpectedly at M iss Felman's father's house and she 
had to admit that Captain J ordan was the father. H e was sent for, accepted 
responsibility, and promised to marry M iss Felman. AIF HQ Cairo tried 
hard to bring about the marriage and M iss Felman threatened court action 
but somehow Jordan madeit back to Australia, still a single man, although 
somewhat disgraced.

A report of the death of Oscar Gillam was published in The N ewcastle Sun 
(N SW) on Thursday 6 J uly 1950. It reads as follows. 


Mr. Oscar Gillam Dies: Well known in shipping, colliery and insurance 
circles in Newcastle, Mr. Oscar Gillam, of Gillam and Co. Pty. Ltd., died 
today after a long illness. The late Mr. Gillam was born in N ewcastle 74 
years ago and took an active interest in his company until five years ago, 
when illness compelled him to give up his duties. For the past three years 
he had been in hospital. 


The death of M r. Gillam removes one of the few surviving members of the 
N .S.W. Naval Brigade contingent to the Boxer Rebellion (China), 1900- 
1901. Rear Admiral Sir Leighton Bracegirdle was another member. For his 
services he received the rank of honorary member of the M ilitary Order of 
the Dragon. 


M r. Gillam served with the Royal Australian N avy in N ew Guinea and was 
present at the occupation of Rabaul in 1914 and during its occupancy was 
harbor master there. In 1921 he was placed on the reserve list of the Royal 
Australian N avy after attaining the rank of lieutenant commander. At this 
stage he took charge of Gillam and Co., which had been formed by his father 
some years before. T he firm had extensive shipping interests which were later 
disposed of. At the present time six collieries are owned by the firm. 


Thelate M r. Gillam was one of the oldest members of Lodge St. George. He 
belonged to the United Service Club and was for some years on the insurance 
committee of the N ewcastle Chamber of Commerce.

Charles Arthur Wheeler, artist, age 33, residing at Stamford Bridge Studios, 
Chelsea, England; attested 16N 0v1914 at Shepherds Bush in R oyal Fusiliers;

Charles Arthur Wheeler was born on 4 January 1880 at Dunedin, N ew 
Zealand. After his father died his mother moved thefamily to Williamstown, 
M elbournein about 1891. In 1895 Charles was apprenticed as a lithographic 
artist and the following year began part-time study at the Working M en's 
College. In 1898 he began drawing classes at the N ational Gallery schools 
under Frederick McCubbin and in 1905 he joined the painting class 
conducted by L. Bernard Hall. He held his first one man art show under 
Wheeler and in 1910 his painting, ‘The Portfolio', was purchased by the 
N ational Art Gallery of New South Wales and another, 'The Poem’ was 
acquired by the N ational Gallery of Victoria. 


In 1912 Wheeler travelled to London and on the trip visited Paris and the 
Prado in M adrid to seethe work of Velazquez. Thenext year he exhibited 'Le 
Printemps' at the Salon de la Societe des Artistes Francais in Paris and then 
travelled to the N etherlands. When W W1 brokeout heserved with distinction 
in the Royal Fusiliers being awarded a Distinguished Conduct M edal but 
when offered a commission he refused preferring to remain a Sergeant. 


After being demobilized he returned to his studio at Chelsea and exhibited 
his paintings, ‘Autumn Afternoon’ and 'Golden H ours' at theRoyal Academy 
of Arts, London. He then returned to M elbourne and held an exhibition 
at the Athenaeum Gallery in M arch 1920. During the next several years 
he became a private teacher of drawing and painting and in 1927 was 
appointed assistant drawing instructor at the N ational Gallery in 1927 and 
drawing-master in 1935. It was during these years that his artwork was 
most popular, especially his nudes. He was also a competent portrait and 
landscape artist and won the New South Wales Art Quest prize in 1929, 
the George Crouch prize in 1932 and 1934, and the Archibald prize in 
1933. In 1939-45 he was painting-master and head of the gallery schools 
and in 1951 he was appointed an Officer of the Order of the British Empire 
(OBE) for his contribution to art. Charles Wheeler held his final show at 
the Athenaeum Gallery in November 1970 and he died at M elbourne on 
26 October 1977 at age 97. His artworks are held in various State galleries, 
also the Australian N ational War M emorial at Canberra, the University of 
M elbourneand the Castlemaine Art Gallery. (Seelot 3589 in this sale for his 
Original portrait of Captain John A. Collins C.B., RAN, Captain of HMAS 
Sydney N ov 1939 to 15 M ay 1941).

In 1938 Alfred Weatherband madea Statutory Declaration to the effect that 
his medals and discharge certificate had been stolen from his residence which 
was broken into while he was in Caulfield Repatriation H ospital between 
February and M ay 1936. Finally in 1940 he forwarded the declaration to 
Army Base Records requesting a duplicate discharge certificate but stating 
that he was not going to worry about the duplicate medals as hedid not have 
any spare money to pay for them (the cost was 15 shillings and 10 pence). 
H e pursued the matter again in 1950 supplying a new Statutory Declaration 
along with the price quoted in 1940 but unfortunately he received a letter 
acknowledging his payment but was advised that the price had gone up and 
he would need to forward an additional 8 shillings and 6 pence. It was some 
years later but finally he paid the money and acknowledged receipt of a new 
issue of medals on 16 January 1961.

Robert George Tubman, born 1871 at Beaumont, NZ was educated at 
Beaumont School and then trained as a pupil-teacher at M ornington 
School in Dunedin. He studied at Dunedin Training College and then was 
a relieving teacher at various schools before being appointed head master 
at M oeraki School in 1890. He got married about this time but his wife, 
Elizabeth J oseohine Tubman (nee Culling), died a year later at age22. While 
at M oeraki he joined the North Otago M ounted Rifles and then in 1895 
left M oeraki and began studies at the University of O tago while working as 
fourth assistant at George Street School. 


Robert Tubman joined the 4th Contingent N ZM R in 1900 and was appointed 
Lieutenant. H eserved with theN Z Rough Riders in the 4th Contingent and 
on his return to NZ he decided to rejoin for service in South Africa again 
as he liked the climate there so he joined the 7th Contingent and served 
with the M ounted Rifles as a Captain. H e successfully completed a special 
mission to bring a train from Capetown to Johannesburg and this success 
and his attention to detail impressed General Garratt who then appointed 
Tubman as Provost-M arshall to his column. Unfortunately he contracted 
enteric fever and died at H ellbron on 11 April 1902 and is one of four N ew 
Zealanders buried at theH eilbron Cemetery. W hen his death was announced 
in Dunedin, the flags on George Street School were flown at half mast. He 
had died just 5 months after his 14-year old sister, Lottie, who died on 19 
December 1901. They are commemorated on the family grave marker in 
Dunedin's N orthern Cemetery.

Y esterday we had our first experience of being under shell fire. | can assure 
you it was pretty merry. For over an hour the shells were bursting all round 
us; but both men and horses stood it as coolly as the proverbial cucumber, 
and have been highly complimented on their behaviour. Three mounted 
companies went out to act as escort to the Royal H orse Artillery-the 12th 
Lancers, New South Wales Lancers and No. 1 Company New Zealand 
M ounted Rifles. You will be proud to hear that, after the second shell from 
the enemy, which burst within twenty yards of us, the N ew Zealanders were 
the only company to retain its position with the Royal H orse Artillery, the 
other two having taken themselves out of the range of fire. The shells of the 
enemy were really well-directed, but, fortunately for us have not the bursting 
power of ours. We picked up some of the shells, and found most of them 
were 1882 to 1885 manufacture, whilst ours are all of the most modern and 
approved pattern, and burst readily. 


The Royal Horse Artillery has formed a very high opinion of the N ew 
Zealanders, and has expressed it pretty freely too. The artillerymen say 
that they will know in future to whom to look for support, and have not 
forgotten to tell it all round the camp that we were the only company of 
the lot that stuck to them. 
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We hear all sorts of rumours here about the war, and the probable duration 
of it. We hear bad accounts of recent engagements with the enemy by 
Generals Gatacreand Buller, telling us they had both had heavy losses; almost 
immediately after we hear that there is a burst-up between the Boers and the 
Orange Free Staters; and further that there is a great deal of dissatisfaction 
among the Boers themselves, and that they are anxious to arrange for peace. 
| must close this in a hurry. Will try and drop you anything of interest. Kind 
regards to all. - Sincerely yours, |.M .H ogg. 


T hree days later Corporal H ogg wrote another long letter following a fierce 
encounter with the Boers and his final two chapters read as follows. 


General French has asked our officers to tell us that he scarcely knows how 
to express his satisfaction and appreciation of the conduct and coolness of 
the N ew Zealanders when under such a heavy fire, and to specially express 
to the No. 3's his gratification, at the splendid manner in which they stuck 
to their horses and their posts. | believe, too, that he has mentioned us in 
his despatches. 


As| told you in one of my earlier letters, we were pretty highly thought of 
in camp; but now there is no one else spoken of but the N ew Zealand boys. 
| was asked by a captain of the Carabineers what sort of a time we had of 
it. | told him that it was "fairly sultry" He replied, "Fairly sultry! Damn 
it, you fellows never seem satisfied. What the devil do you want?" All who 
saw this sortie agree that we can go right through the war, but can never 
get into a warmer corner than we were in. | must close now. We are just 
warned that we are to put lights out, and are to sleep, fully dressed, as they 
are fearing a night attack.

John Downes Castle was born at Sydney in 1858, the first child of Isabella 
Downes and Captain Louis Thomas Castle, a master mariner from 
Sunderland, England. The family had arich maritime tradition and Captain 
Castle and his wife had arrived in Sydney in September 1857 and settled 
at Waverley. For many years the captain sailed the clipper brig 'Waverley' 
which according to newspaper reports at the time was the aristocrat of the 
innumerable small craft that traded from port to port around the Australian 
coastline from the sixties to the eighties of the 19th century. 


Unlike his father, John Downes Castle did not pursue a career on the sea but 
did become involved in an ancillary craft vital to the safety of ships and their 
crew. He became a chronometer and watch maker with an officein H unter 
Street, Sydney. N onetheless he obviously had a great knowledge of ships as 
demonstrated by his paintings. M ost of his paintings are of ships owned or 
connected to his family and those berthed in the ports he visited. He did 
however have an interest in subjects of a commemorative nature and hence 
his painting of the historic HM AS Sydney-SM S Emden battle.

Captain Collins commanded H M AS Sydney, a modified Leander Class light 
cruiser, from 16 Nov 1939 to 15 M ay 1941. During this time, the Sydney 
gained much fame for its sinking of the ltalian cruiser, Bartolomeo Colleoni 
and was feted everywhere she went and on her return to Sydney she was 
presented with a plaque by the Citizens of Sydney for her great victory. 
Fortunately for Captain Collins, or Colleoni John as he was nicknamed by 
the crew, he handed over command of the Sydney in Fremantle, Western 
Australia on 15 M ay 1941 to Captain J oseph Burnett RAN . Captain Collins’ 
good fortune was Captain Burnett's bad fortune because the Sydney, while 
on patrol duties in theIndian O cean, encountered the German N avy's largest 
auxiliary cruiser disguised as a Dutch merchant ship, M V Straat M alakka, 
and a battle ensued. The Kormoran was sunk and Sydney was last seen 
limping off into the distance and was not seen again. All 42 officers and 
603 ratings were lost. It was not until M arch 2008 before both wrecks were 
finally found in the vast Indian Ocean.

James Hall Rae, blacksmith, born 22Aug1891 at Airdrie, Lanarkshire, 
Scotland; Enl.06M ar1912 in Royal Navy at Portsmouth for a period of 
12 years; served in following ships, Victory II (training depot), Renown 
(training ship for Stokers), Z ealandia (pre-dreadnought battleship), Egmont 
(base ship), Victory | (base ship), Dryad (navigation and direction school), 
Dolphin (submarine school), M aidstone (submarine depot ship) and 
submarine E47. 


Submarine E47, commissioned in October 1916 was based at Harwich 
with the 9th Flotilla, depot ships M aidstone and Forth, and was engaged in 
N orth Sea patrols off the German and Dutch coasts. When German coastal 
shipping between H eligoland Bight and Rotterdam resumed, E47 was one 
of four submarines sent to intercept the convoy but it is believed that she 
was struck by a mineon 20 August 1917 and lost in the N orth Sea without 
SUrvIVOrs. 


The wreck of the E47 was not found until 2002 when it was located in the 
N orth Sea about 6 nautical miles northwest of Texel in the province of N orth 
H olland in the Netherlands by Divingteam N oordkaap from the island of 
Vlieland in the north of the N etherlands. The remains of the hull revealed 
a large hole at the portside of the control room area which indicated it had 
been struck by a mine. 


One of those lost on the E47 was Lieutenant Colin Fraser Creswell, son of 
Vice Admiral Sir William Rooke Creswell KCMG, KBE, RAN.

Citation (for some members of 617Sqn involved in the Dam Buster raid): On thenight of 16th M ay, 1943, a forceof Lancaster bombers was detailed to attack 
the M oehne (sic), Eder and Sorpe dams in Germany. The operation was one of great difficulty and hazard, demanding a high degree of skill and courage and 
close co-operation between the crews of the aircraft engaged. N evertheless, a telling blow was struck at the enemy by the successful breaching of the M ohne 
and Eder dams. This outstanding success reflects the greatest credit on the efforts of the following personnel who participated in the operation in various 
Capacities as members of aircraft crew. 


Recommendation (for Sgt R.Wilkinson and Sgt D.E.Webb): Sgt. Wilkinson has completed 22 sorties and Sgt. Webb 26 sorties with F/Sgt. Townsend. All have 
been against targets in Germany or Italy, and on all occasions these two Gunners have displayed courage and keenness of a high order. On 16th M ay, Sot. 
Wilkinson was Rear Gunner and Sgt. Webb Front Gunner of a Lancaster aircraft captained by F/Sgt. Townsend, detailed to attack the Ennepe Dam. To and 
from the target the opposition was heavy from light flak, but by displaying complete understanding with the Pilot, and by skilful handling of their guns these 
two Gunners enabled their aircraft to make a successful attack on the dam and then return safely to base. | strongly recommend that the good work of these 
two gunners be recognised by the immediate award of the Distinguished Flying M edal.

Raymond Wilkinson, joiner's apprentice, born 1922 in South Shields, County Durham, England; joined RAF in 1941; qualified as Air Gunner; eventually posted 
to 49 Sqn and flew 21 ops with the Sqn; posted to 617 Sqn 26M ar1943; on the Dam Buster Raid (O peration Chastise, in the Third Wave on Lancaster AJ -O 
ED 886/G) he was credited with shooting out some searchlights near Ahlen and was one of those recognised for his contribution to the successful operation 
when he was awarded a DFM; he flew a few more ops and then posted to a training role, he re-joined 617 Sqn on 190 ct1944 as Fit Lt in the aircrew of the 
Australian pilot, Flt Lt Arthur Kell; their first op was a raid on the German ship, Tirpitz in Norway on 280 ct1944; intelligence indicated that the raid was 
not successful but in fact the ship had been badly damaged; on 12N 0v1944 a similar raid was launched, Wilkinson again in Kell's aircrew and this time the 
Tripitz was capsized; Wilkinson flew in about 17 more ops before war's end including raids on the U-Boat pens at Ijmiiden and the Bielefeld viaduct and was 
on 617 Sqn's final wartime op on 25Apr1945; Wilkinson was one of only two aircrew to take part in 617 Sqn's first and last wartime operations and had 
the unique honour of being the only person to have taken part in both the Dams Raid and the final successful attack on the Tirpitz; to Fit Lt 10Feb1946; 
Disch.18Sep1946; emigrated to Australia after the 1955 premiere of The Dam Busters movie; Died in Victoria 27] ul1980. 
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In 1942 a British engineer, Barnes Wallis, developed a bombing technique 
whereby the bomb would bounce across the water and then sink before 
exploding like a depth charge. To put this new weapon to use Squadron 
617 was formed in late 1943 under the command of 24-year old Wing 
Commander Guy Gibson and made up of aircrew from Britain, Australia, 
Canada, N ew Zealand and USA. After intensive low-level night training it 
was time to carry out a raid codenamed Operation Chastise on the dams 
of the Rhur Valley. The purpose of bombing the dams was to impact on 
Germany's industrial production. Although successful, the resultant damage 
to production was not as severe as first imagined, however the operation 
was a great morale boost for the allies. Of the survivors, 34 were decorated 
at Buckingham Palace on 22 June 1943. Wing Commander Gibson was 
awarded the Victoria Cross and of the other recipients they received five 
distinguished Service Orders, ten Distinguished Flying Crosses and four 
Bars, two Conspicuous Gallantry M edals, eleven Distinguished Flying 
M edals and one Bar. 


O peration Chastise was brought to lifefor the general public with therelease 
in 1955 of awar movietitled TheDam Busters, in colour and with a cast that 
included Richard Todd playing the part of Wing Commander Guy Gibson 
and M ichael Redgrave in the part of Barnes Wallis. The storyline was based 
on the books, Enemy Coast Ahead by Guy Gibson published in 1946 and 
TheDam Busters by the Australian fighter pilot and WWII prisoner of war, 
Paul Brickhill published in 1951. Paul Brickhill also wrote The Great Escape 
and Reach for the Sky. In 1999 the British Film Institute placed The Dam 
Busters among one of great British films of the 20th century.

John 'Jack' Leonard Farrington was born on 14 June 1906 in Sydney, 
Australia, to English parents. H e grew up in Fiji, where his father who was 
a doctor died in 1915. The following year his mother moved the family 
to Canada, where she was appointed M atron at the Provincial Home for 
Incurables at M arpole in Vancouver. J ack was educated at public and high 
schools in Vancouver, British Columbia and then at the University of British 
Columbia graduating as a Bachelor of Applied Science in M ay 1928, with 
1st class honours in mining engineering. In his third year at university he 
was awarded its Dunamuir Scholarship for highest standing in mining 
engineering. 


After graduation, his profession was that of a field and mining geologist, in 
sub-Saharan Africa. From June 1928 to M ay 1931 he was a field geologist 
with Loangwa Concessions in Northern Rhodesia (present-day Zambia). 
From May 1931 to July 1936 he was in Southern Rhodesia (present-day 
Zimbabwe), working for the Gold Fields Rhodesian Development Company, 
for valuation and development of prospects, and as the only geologist at 
the Wanderer M ine. He looked at the Kakemega goldfield in K enya, then 
enjoying a gold rush, but did not stay. From July 1936 to November 1937 
he became an assistant geologist at the head office of New Consolidated 
Goldfields, at Johannesburg, South Africa. Moving to the Gold Coast 
(present day Ghana), from N ovember 1937 he became chief geologist with 
the Ashanti Goldfields Corporation and was the first resident geologist at 
the rich Ashanti gold mine. 
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When he volunteered for military service in 1939 his application claimed 
experience in (1) interpretation of air surveys, (2) mine development, (3) 
diamond drilling, (4) organization of field parties and prospecting units, 
and (5) handling of labour; also 'special Knowledge’ of aerial surveying 
(based on the planning and interpretation of four such surveys), tunnelling, 
surveying, and general reconnaissance of unmapped or poorly mapped 
territory. However, hewas not accepted for service dueto poor vision in one 
eye. Up until 1942 his work included wide experience in siting positions for 
boring and control of boring operations involving diamond drills, including 
siting of boreholes for water, and in 1941 hebecamean Associate (postwar a 
M ember) of the Institution of M ining and M etallurgy (UK), and in February 
1943 also a Fellow of the Society of Economic Geologists (USA). 


W hen he was finally accepted for military service in 1942, at the age of 36, 
he sought employment with boring units of the Royal Engineers. H owever, 
after initial training with N o. 6 Training Battalion RE (at Elgin in Scotland) 
from 30 October to 21 December 1942, he was attached to the Survey 
Training Centre RE (near Ruabon in north Wales) to attend a field survey 
course, followed by a coursein air survey and cartography, from 22 December 
1942 to 28 April 1943. The Survey Centre's main function was to train 
officers and men as military surveyors, who would then be able to act as 
reinforcements for existing survey units, and for the formation of new units. 
H e was then detached to 14 Corps Field Survey (CFS) Company RE from 
28 April to 17 J uly; returned to the Survey Training CentreRE from 18 J uly 
to 12 October; and detached again, to 523 CFS Company RE, before being 
posted to ISTD, at Oxford, on 8 November 1943. J ack's'O fficer's R ecord of 
Service’ notes that he was detached briefly to B.A.S. Washington, USA from 
19 October to 5 November 1944, and to active service in NW Europewith 
21 Army Group in France, Belgium and Holland from 24 December 1944 
to 19 January 1945. Soon after the Geological Section ISTD was formed, 
Jack became its officer commanding. 


After the war Jack went to Nigeria, where as a consultant, his first client 
was Amalgamated Tin M ines of Nigeria (ATM N ). There he took part in an 
aerial survey of the]os Plateau, and made the acquaintance of the Western 
Nigerian goldfield. Then he was invited to be the official consultant to the 
ATMN Group, based in N igeria. H e published a preliminary description of 
the Nigerian lead-zinc field and undertook a mining survey in Cameroon. 
After being appointed Assistant General M anager with ATM N in 1953, he 
was promoted to General M anager in 1957. Whilst General M anager, he 
was appointed a ‘special member' of N igeria's N orthern H ouse of Assembly 
(Lagos Times, 4 September 1961) to represent the region's mining interests, 
and promoted Northern Nigeria as 'an awakening giant’. He served until 
retirement from Nigeria in September 1964. 


Presentation copies of the farewell speeches that marked his resignation 
from the H ouse were donated by the family to the Pitt Rivers M useum at 
Oxford in 2006, as part of the documentation that accompanied donation 
of two ceremonial fans. Also, with retirement imminent, in the Queen's 
Birthday Honours of 1964 he was appointed a Commander of the M ost 
Excellent Order of the British Empire for his services to the mining industry 
in Nigeria. 

Jack and his wife returned to England, to Tonbridgein Kent, before moving 
to the Channel Island of J ersey where he continued with some consultancy 
work after retirement, but died there on 20 M arch 1982.

After servicein the Waikato R egt, Ford settled in Coromandel, N ew Zealand 
where it is reported he applied for several patents and listed his occupation 
as mechanical engineer. The patents were as follows, 


M arch 1884 'A Crystal Engine’; M ay 1884 'The Eureka Beer-R eceiver'; 
1889 'Ford's patent Tailing Crusher & Cylindrical Friction Amalgamator'. 
In January 1890 he applied for bankruptcy stating that he was a river-boat 
engineer but had also engaged in mining at Waihi and got into debt. His 
sole assets were patents and a gold-saving device which he valued at £25 
and debts of £91. 


In February 1903 it was reported that Arthur Steele Ford, now the battery 
manager of the Kapowai mine suggested to the Hon Jas. M cGowan that 
a long active service medal should be struck by the Government for those 
veterans who had actually been under fire and pointed out that their number 
was rapidly decreasing. Thereport also stated that M r Ford had seen active 
service in two cavalry regiments, one artillery, three infantry corps and one 
water transport between the years 1863 and 1882.

D etails of letters written by Charles Cowburn to his mother were published 
in the Goulburn Evening Penny Post on 26) un1900 as follows, 


Gunner C. Cowburn, amember of theA Battery, N .S.W. field artillery, writing 
to his mother, who resides in Ifield, Goulburn, gives some particulars of the 
movements of the battery. The letters are from Upington, about 200 miles 
from the Orange River. Writing on April 26, he says they left O range River 
for what was supposed to be three days, only having the clothes they stood 
up in, but they had been away for two months at the time of writing. 


They reached Upington in a rather dilapidated state and got fresh clothes 
from the deserted houses of the rebels. He says the Orange River is well 
named, for thebanks arelined with orangetrees, and the fruit was ripe when 
the troops were there. At Upington they got plenty of good tucker. They 
had six milking cows and plenty of poultry and eggs. Writing on M ay 21st 
he says, "| am very sorry to say that we have not fired a shot since coming 
here. The Boers won't give us a chance at all. We have not caught sight of 
them once since leaving O range River. There have been some reports about 
the A Battery having been in action, but they are not true. | think we are 
the only lot out from Australia that has not fired a shot. There is one thing 
we can say and that is that we made the longest march in South Africa as 
yet. We marched from theO range River to Upington, a distance of over 200 
miles, and in some parts we had to graze the horses along the road for their 
dinner to spin out the oats. We came to a deserted store along the road and 
there wasa splash for the gunners thereall right. Welost oneof our chaps at 
Dratghoonah (sic should be spelt Draghoender). He was kicked by a horse, 
which caused lockjaw and he died. His name was Edwards. | have had the 
river fever and am still in hospital, but out of danger. | will he glad when it 
is over, and may the Lord teach me better sense next time about coming to 
such an ungodly place." 


Writing two days later he says he expects to leave hospital in seven days 
for light duty. "We get plenty of good tucker while in a standing camp at 
leave," he writes. "Wespend some of our time gathering oranges and going 
after bees' nests which are found in the old ant-hills. There are no trees big 
enough for them. Wecatch a spy nearly every week. T he Boers are frightened 
of our guns. That is why they won't come in to Upington. As soon as they 
Saw us coming they cleared out of the town and left a lot of things behind. 
Some left their houses and all that was in them. It was quite a little harvest 
for us - spirits, wines, flour, pumpkins, and sweet potatoes, which are all 
the go here."

T.M iller's service file held in N ew Zealand has minimal information however 
it does contain some correspondence. On 31 July 1907 A.D.O.S. at Royal 
Arsenal Woolwich, England wroteto A.A.G. NZ DefenceForces, Wellington 
forwarding 4 Queen's South Africa M edals and clasps to various ex-members 
of Doyle's Australian Scouts, naming the four recipients including 2028 T pr 
T.M iller. On the medal roll for Doyle's Scouts, the only recorded service 
no.2028 is to Charles Baker and there is no T.M iller on the roll. Perhaps 
T.M iller served under an alias and later advised his correct name which has 
resulted in the official impressed renaming of his medal. 


On 13 September 1907 theN Z Council of Defence advised by letter addressed 
to T.M iller late Doyle's Australian Scouts, Liverpool Street, Wanganui that 
his medal and four clasps for Cape Colony, Orange Free State, Transvaal 
and South Africa 1902 was ready to be sent and could a delivery address be 
supplied as well as details of any other units in which he served. 


M uch later, on 6 April 1908, T.M iller's father responded stating that he 
apologised for the delay in replying but his family had not heard from their 
son for over a year. Initially his son had left Sydney, Australia with horses 
for the troops in South Africa and apart from Doyle's Australian Scouts his 
son did not serve in any other unit. He also requested that his son's medal 
and clasps be sent to him. Subsequently on 15 April 1908 the medal with 
four clasps was sent to T.M iller, c/- Mr R.Miller (his father), 17 Lombard 
Street, Palmerston North. An acknowledgement of the receipt of medals 
was then signed by Robert M iller, witnessed by Mrs Sarah M iller, on 20

(H obart) on Tuesday 29 June 1954. 


Sudden Death In Sydney Of Mr. C. R. A. Chalmers 


A Former Hobart man and Boer War veteran, Mr. Cyril Roderick Alleyne 
Chalmers, died suddenly at his home in Sydney last week. He was 75. Mr. 
Chalmers was at one time manager of the H obart office of the English meat 
firm of James Ruddin Ltd. H elater became manager of thefirm's head office 
in Sydney. Mr. Chalmers was a member of the Volunteer Rifle R egiment in 
the days when Col. Wallack was commandant at Anglesea Barracks. 


On theoutbreak of the Boer War in 1899, M r. Chalmers was colour-sergeant 
with the regiment and was one of the first Tasmanians to volunteer for 
service. Hewas a member of the first contingent of 80 Tasmanians, under the 
command of Col. Cameron, which sailed from Launceston in January, 1899. 
These men, with those of the second contingent, were mounted and trained 
on the South African veldt and saw most of the early fighting. Returning to 
Tasmania on leave, M r. Chalmers volunteered for further service. He was 
commissioned and was lieutenant adjutant with a contingent which left 
H obart under the command of M ajor M orrisby. After the war he declined 
an offer to train for commissioned rank in the British Army and entered 
commercial life in Tasmania and later in Sydney. H e was an active member 
of the Church of England in H obart and later in Sydney, where he was for 
many years treasurer-warden of St. Stephen's, Willoughby. 


M r. Chalmers married Violet H olmwood, fourth daughter of the late Alfred 
and AnnieH olmwood, who migrated to Tasmania from Kent, England. He 
is survived by three daughters, Aileen (M rs. John Kershaw), M argaret ( M rs. 
Clunies Ross jun.), and M iss Beth Chalmers.

Rescue award: On the weekend of 25-27 M ay 1889, seventeen inches of 
rain fell in Sydney and all the low lying land was flooded, especially the river 
flats of Campsie, Canterbury and M arrickville. At about 1 pm on 27 M ay 
on the return trip, the driver of the Canterbury horse-bus found that the 
water had covered the bridge much more than on its earlier, outward trip. 
N evertheless, he tried to cross the bridge and during the crossing the four 
horses attached to the vehicle were swept off their feet, and the animals and 
bus were swept away. The fare boy and all four horses were drowned and 
the bus smashed to a heap of splintered driftwood. Fortunately the driver 
and passenger managed to reach safety, being dragged out of the floodwaters 
by rescuers. Constable Plunkett made a desperate attempt to save the fare 
boy. Unfortunately hefailed and in a thoroughly exhausted condition hewas 
saved by some local Chinamen who were local market gardeners.

On 25 April 1902 Colonel Rimington CB wrote to the Assistant Adjutant 
General Colonial Forces, Pretoria and stated, 


‘| have the honour to bring to your attention the conduct of the two officers 
named in the margin (Lieut O .Taylor and Lieut H .Waters 3d N SWM R), with 
a view to their receiving no further employment in this country. 


On marching through Villiersourg from South to North on 13th instant, 
special precautions were taken to protect the houses of two Boer women, 
who had on several occasions been of use to His M ajesty's Forces by giving 
information. These women were given orders by my intelligence officer 
protecting their property, and werealso given small presents of sugar, coffee, 
etc. M ilitary M ounted Police were posted on their houses to protect them. As 
the rear guard passed through the town these police were withdrawn. 


T he two rear troops which were commanded by the two officers in question, 
instead of continuing on with the remainder of the rear guard, and taking 
up a position on the heights overlooking the town from the N orth, as they 
should have done, stopped behind and headed by their officers, looted and 
set on fire the houses of these women, and robbed them of their money 
and their groceries. Both officers were shown the protecting passes by the 
women, and they threw them to one side. M y Assistant Provost M arshall 
had to return and clear them out of the town. O neof the women had a cross 
in her house which had been left with her by the O.C. 3rd N.S.W.M LR. to 
put over the grave of a man of this regiment, who had been buried in the 
neighbourhood. This had the man's name and regiment painted on it, and 
was shown to these officers. 


| was not present with my column at the time or | should have had both 
these officers tried by Field General Court M artial, the officer temporarily 
in command gave them a public reprimand. | am sending a similar letter to 
this to the authorities in Australia.’ 


On 4 May 1902 Lieutenant M.R.M echam claimed that the women had 
wrongly identified Lieutenant Waters and it was in fact M echam who had 
gone to the women's houses. 


In his defence, on board H.M. Transport '‘Aurania' on 4 M ay 1902 Lieutenant 
Taylor wrote, 


‘| have the honour to state that on 13th April, when | was in charge of one 
of the rear troops of Colonel Rimington's Column, | was directed by M ajor 
Bennett to burn the houses in Villiersdorp, if not under police protection. 
As the houses were not so protected when | came to them, | acted on the 
General Orders which | had received during the drive and proceeded to 
burn them. Before however any damage had been done! was informed by 
the acting Provost M arshall that these houses were protected and at once 
withdrew my men. 


| saw no protection passes as stated by the women. O ne house was burnt by 
Lieutenant M echam and not by Lieutenant Waters as stated by the women. 
Thehousel went to wasnot burnt. As far as! Know thewoman who protected 
our comrades grave and buried him was not interfered with in any way.’ 

N o further action was taken by the authorities in this matter.

During his merchant navy career, post WW1, Knight worked for the Booth 
and Blue Funnel Lines and for a time with the M alayan Customs in their 
campaign against rubber smuggling. In 1922 he visited Australia and met 
the Acting Director of Naval Reserves, Cdr Leo Quick, who persuaded 
him to transfer from the RNR to the RANR. Then in 1925 he settled 
permanently in Sydney and working for the Union Steam Ship Co of N ew 
Zealand he worked the Canada-N ew Zealand-Australia run. On 12 April 
1930 he married Irene Ethel Pain, an artist, at St N icolas' Anglican Church, 
Coogee, Sydney, N SW. 


During his WWII service with RNR (S) he commanded two warships, 
HM AS Lithgow and HM AS Westralia, the latter on several occasions was 
the flagship of transport task units for infantry landings. For his exceptional 
service in command Knight was awarded the US Legion of M erit for beinga 
‘forceful leader', and by his ‘splendid co-operation in the conduct of a vital 
training programme, aggressive determination and untiring energies’ he had 
‘contributed materially to combined large-scale operations and the successful 
prosecution of the war’, in the South-West Pacific area. 


Captain A.V.Knight, OBE, DSC, RD, US Legion of M erit, was Australia's 
most distinguished N aval Reserve O fficer. H eserved in WWI with the British 
Navy and in WWII with the Australian Navy and was decorated in both 
wars. His awards make him the highest combined decorated Australian 
N aval Reserve O fficer.

H ewas 
one of the original Anzacs and while on Gallipoli he was appointed Brigade 
Signal O fficer to a senior British Army officer, M aj Gen Sir N evill Smyth VC 
(1st Inf Bde). Later in France, mention of Tinkler's work at Pozieres is made 
by Dr C.E.W Bean in his official history of thewar. When M aj Gen Sir N evill 
Smyth VC assumed command of the 2nd Aust Div, Tinkler transferred to 2 
Div Sig Coy and in 1918 hewas OC Signals Liaison Force which comprised 
13 Aust Inf Bdeand the 131st American Regt and was assigned with thetask 
of clearing up the Chipilly Sour and Bray on the north bank of the Somme. 
During the war he served in campaigns at the Gallipoli Landing, Lone Pine 
and the Gallipoli Evacuation in Turkey, Pozieres, Delville Valley and the 
Somme in France and Broodseinde Ridge in Belgium. 


Post war, Frederick Tinkler joined the RSL M ovement in 1919 and over the 
ensuing years until his death he served in various official positions. H e also 
served with the militia with 2 Div Sigs and in 1940 commanded the unit. 
In 1942 he was appointed Chief Signal Officer NSW L of C and later 2nd 
Army. H ewasalso responsible for organising the Carrier Pigeon Serviceand 
for this he was much praised. In 1944 when he transferred to the R eserves, 
Tinkler returned to his job as an officer of the Rural Bank of NSW. Heheld 
the position with the bank of Deputy Superintendent of Personal Loans. 
He was a member of the Family Welfare Committee and a member of the 
first Board of Management of the War Veterans' Home as well as being 
responsiblefor publicity when the scheme was inaugurated. H e was president 
of the 2nd Div Sigs Association, a position heheld for many years. H ejoined 
Coogee-Randwick RSL in 1945 and was President of this organisation from 
1946-1952. H eheld official positions with the N SW RSL and wasa member 
of the Anzac H ouse Trust. 


In September 1958 he was appointed Custodian of the Cenotaph at M artin 
Place, Sydney until his death at Waverley on 11 February 1960 at the age 
of 67. 


The Colonel F.U.J.Tinkler M emorial Shield Competition is conducted each 
year by the RSL Youth Council to find the preeminent RSL Youth Club in 
the State and is considered by Youth Council to bethe most prestigious event 
of the year.

Recommendation: M ajor H.V.P.Conrick 7th Australian Field Ambulance. On the evening of M ay 6th 1917 near N oreuil a wagon loaded with explosives was 
being taken forward. This wagon was hit and a huge explosion took place, drawing heavy enemy shell fire on to the spot. A man rushed to M ajor Conrick 
for assistance and reported that a hundred men had been killed or wounded by the explosion. M ajor Conrick immediately collected bearers and led them to 
the scene of the accident. H e personally attended to the wounded and directed the bearers in the open under heavy shell fire until all the wounded had been 
safely removed. 


The signed statement of Capt. G.A.H unt 1st Aust. Field Amb. is attached. 


During the severe fighting near Bullecourt M ajor Conrick was in charge of the Advanced Collecting Post near N oreuil from the 4th to 9th of May 1917. He 
continually moved from Post to Post under intense fire encouraging the men and arranging the relief for the bearers when exhausted. It was due to his efforts 
that the evacuation of wounded was rapidly and successfully carried on during the above days. 


This officer was in the first Australian Expeditionary Force and has served with theA.1.F. throughout the Gallipoli and French campaigns. H e has, at all times, 
been characterised by his good work under all circumstances.

This decoration was presented to Lt-Colonel Conrick DSO by His Excellency the Governor General at his office in the Commonwealth Bank Chambers, 
M artin Place, Sydney on M onday 14 M arch 1932.

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H oratio Victor Patrick Conrick (1882-1960), born 27M ay1882 at Fitzroy, 
Melbourne and educated at the Christian Brothers' School, St Kilda; 
started working as a bank clerk before studying medicine at the University 
of Melbourne (M .B., B.S., 1910); appointed Resident M edical Officer at

with the latter unit when his award of the Distinguished Service Order was 
gazetted in July 1917; later that year he served with the Ist and 15th Field 
Ambulances, the 10th Casualty Clearing Station and the 24 Bn; appointed 
Temporary Lieut-Colonel and Senior M edical Officer at the 2nd Command 
Convalescent Depot in November and was again mentioned in dispatches; 
O3Apr to 24M ay1918 commanded 8th Field Ambulance; rank confirmed 
on 01M ay1918; RTA Jun1918 and appt terminated 14Aug1918; no record 
of WWII Merchant N avy service as surgeon found. 


On 12Sep1918, Conrick married M ary Frances Punch at St M ary's Catholic 
Church, N orth Sydney; they settled at N orth Sydney and heresumed medical 
practice concentrating on children's medicine; held appointments at Sydney's 
Renwick H ospital for Infants at Summer H ill from 1922 and was honorary 
consulting surgeon there from 1957 until his death; from the late 1940s he 
was H onorary Assistant Physician at the M ater M isericordiae H ospital for 
women and children at Crows Nest and for several years was N ew South 
Wales representative on the council of the British M edical Association; 
remained on reserves with AAMC until 1943 when he was placed on the 
retired list with the rank of Lt-Colonel; Horatio Conrick died on 18 July 
1960 and was buried in the Catholic section of Gore Hill Cemetery; In the 
GoreHill Cemetery Biographies Volume 1, p219 it states that Conrick was 
the officiating officer at the burial service of Simpson Kirkpatrick, who was 
immortalised as "the donkey man" and ‘Simpson and his donkey". 


On April 28th, 1915, Capt. Conrick, AAMC, landed on Gallipoli with 
the 3rd Field Ambulance. The soldier to become Known as ‘Simpson, the 
Donkey M an' was one of his stretcher bearers. Shortly before his death in 
1960, Conrick wrote with first hand knowledge of this braveand remarkable 
Australian soldier and his personal recollections were brought into the public 
domain by his daughter, M rs M ary Rayward of Dee Why. 


In one part of these recollections Conrick wrote, ‘Simpson was a very game 
man and in fact, helaughed at danger. At all times he was cheerful and a great 
favourite with his mates of the 3rd Field Ambulance. On oneoccasion | passed 
him in M onash Gully and called out to him, 'Look out for yourself Simmy.' 
H is laughing reply came, 'That bullet hasn't been made for me yet, sir.’ 


When our C.O., Colonel Alfred Sutton, a good soldier and sensibleman, came 
ashore at Anzac about one week after the landing, we reported to him the 
type of work Simpson was doing, detached from the Ambulance. H ereplied 
he was quite agreeable he should continue, as his was an exceptional case, 
the only stipulation being that he should report at intervals to H.Q. Simpson 
came to us at times for rations, but more often he was fed by the Indian 
M ountain Battery and Jacobs M ule Train, who were camped near M onash 
Gully. They greatly admired him and would have given him anything. 


After his death, these Indians took charge of his donkey, fed it and looked 
after it. Their M edical Officer, Capt. Casey Evans (afterwards Sir Casey 
Evans) told methat he enquired of someof them if they would not lose caste 
by handling a donkey. They replied, 'W hat matter, sahib, it is the donkey of 
a Bahadur - a hero.' We buried Simpson in the cemetery on Brighton Beach, 
close to 'Hell-fire Corner,’ a spot he had passed hundreds of times in his 
brave journeyings.'

In a very large article on the death of Rev. Rentoul published in The Argus, 
M elbourne on Fri 16 April 1926, p11, it is stated that this honour was 
conferred on him on the advice of Sir Ronald M unro Ferguson, the Governor 
General of Australia, which is notable considering that Reverend Rentoul 
was in Australia the most outstanding and fearless opponent of the South 
African War. 


TheVery Reverend John LaurenceRentoul M.A, D.D., Professor at Ormond 
College, Melbourne, Victoria, age 69, born at Garvagh, Londonderry, 
Ireland; appointed Chaplain 1st Class and Chaplain General (Presbyterian), 
Australian M ilitary Forces 01Dec1913; Enl.16Aug1916 in AIF, Chaplain's 
Dept; Emb.16Aug1916 for official inspection visit and on voyage was 
Transport Officer; to camp at Salisbury Plains, England followed by tour 
of operational areas in France and Flanders where he was under fire at 
Y pres; admitted to 14th General H ospital at Boulogne, France 310 ct1916 
with severe bronchitis; RTA 26Dec1916 and arrived 09M ar1917; Appt 
terminated 09M ar1917; on Reserve List in 1920; Chaplain General R entoul 
delivered the address for the Anzac M emorial Service at M elbourne Cricket 
Ground in 1920. 


On 7 December 1926, eight months after his father's death, C haplain-G eneral 
Rentoul's son wrote to the OIC Records, 8 M ilitary District requesting an 
unclaimed Peace M edal to his father be forwarded to his mother. T his appears 
to bethe 1919 Peace medalet that was issued to all Australian school children 
(see item with this lot). TheO1C Records replied that the British War M edal 
was Chaplain General Rentoul's only medal entitlement. 


John Laurence Rentoul was born in Ireland, the son and grandson of 
Presbyterian ministers, the family being originally from Perth, Scotland. He 
was educated at Q ueen's College, Belfast graduating B.A.in 1867 andM .A. 
with first class honours a year later. He undertook postgraduate studies in 
theology at Leipzig, Germany and was ordained a minister in the Presbyterian 
Church of England in 1872. He was married to Annie Isobel Rattray at 
Southport on 30 October 1878. He was nominated by another preacher, 
Oswald Dykes, for the position of Minister of St George's, East St Kilda, 
M elbourne. H e and his wife left for Australia arriving in 1879.

W hen hearrived in Australia therewasa bitter battle within the Presbyterian 
Church in Victoria between two groups along theologian lines. Reverend 
R entoul was outspoken towards oneside of the debate and during this dispute 
he was able to secure oneof two available appointments as a professor to the 
theological hall at Ormond College, M elbourne, mainly because his views 
aligned with those of the college. He became principal of the theological 
hall in 1906 and remained there until his death, lecturing in the mornings, 
attending to pastoral matters and answering correspondence. 


H e was an advocate for various causes, for example he supported Home 
Rule for Ireland during the 1890s and delivered the St Patrick's Day address 
in M elbournein 1901, he campaigned against Australian involvement in the 
South African War, in WWI he became Chaplain General in the AIF and was 
an advocate for conscription. In spite of his views, he nonetheless went to 
the defence of several of his theological students who were threatened with 
expulsion from Ormond College because they refused to enlist. 


Reverend Rentoul was a proponent of Federation but insisted that the 
constitution should recognise God. He also campaigned for scripture to be 
taught in government schools and through the Victorian Peace and H umanity 
Society he urged that the nation should use love and charity to provide 
guidance and help to the poor, the criminal, the Aborigine and workers. His 
portrait hangs in Ormond College. Reverend John Laurence Rentoul died 
on 15April 1926 after collapsing at Spencer Street Station in M elbourneand 
is buried at St Kilda Cemetery. 


Included with the lot is the WWI Certificate of Discharge of Reverend 
Rentoul's son, John Noel Rentoul, who was assessed as M edically Unfit 
beforehehad served. After J ohn enlisted on 10 August 1915 representations 
were made to the M inister of Defence and these went down the line to the 
appropriate personnel in the Army and he was subsequently classified as 
medically unfit and discharged on 24 August 1915. The representations 
referred to the fact that John had a wife and child totally dependent upon 
him, also that he had an accident some years earlier that left him with a bad

A report of the death of Leslie Allen in The Age (M elbourne) on Tuesday 
12 August 1919 reads as follows. 'The death of Leslie M ax Allen, aged 28 
years, a returned soldier, who was shot with a pea rifle at North Wandin 
last Sunday, has been reported to the Coroner. Allen, who had put in four 
years on active service, at Gallipoli (see footnote) and in France, had upon 
his discharge (not yet discharged according to letter dated 15 October 1919 
in his Service File and widow issued with M emorial Plaque) decided to 
select land. For this purpose he went with his father to N orth Wandin. On 
Sunday he left the house where he was staying to shoot rabbits, and took 
a pea rifle with him. As he did not return, a search was made for him, and 
he was found lying beside a fence with a wound on the left breast. The pea 
rifle lay on the other side in a position that indicated its discharge while 
being pulled through. The injured man was not dead, but died on the way 
to Caulfield M ilitary H ospital. 


(Note: Dvr L.M.Allen did not serve at Gallipoli. He embarked from 
Australia on 25 November 1915 and disembarked at Suez on 21 December 
1915. The evacuation of troops from Gallipoli had already begun on 15 
December 1915.) 


Subsequently, a report in the Weekly Times (M elbourne) on Saturday 30 
August 1919 reads as follows. 'FATAL GUNSHOT WOUND - SUICIDAL 
IMPULSE POSSIBLE. In giving evidence at the M orgue this week, Mr 
Edward Allen's theory of the death of his son, Leslie M ax Allen (28) a 
returned soldier, was that in getting through a wire fence at Wandin North 
on August 10, his had either slipped or become entangled and accidentally 
discharged his rifle. M edical evidence showed that the singlet, but not the 
shirt or tunic, had been pierced. 
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Dr R. H. Cole, the Coroner, returned a finding that Allen died from the 
effects of a gunshot wound self-inflicted, but that there was no evidence to 
show how the wound came to be self-inflicted. It appeared from evidence 
that Allen had got up early with the declared intention of shooting rabbits. 
Dr Coleremarked that the fact of the shot having missed the tunic and shirt 
of the dead man, and having passed through the singlet, made it look likea 
case of suicide. H e added that there could be little doubt that the shock and 
strain of service at the front had a tendency to arouse the suicidal impulse 
among some of the returned men.

Theunit 
was then recalled to Australia and after jungle training in Queensland was 
sent to N ew Guinea to battle the J apanese at Lae and Finschhafen. After a 
spell back in Australia, the 9th took part in operations in Borneo until the 
Japanese surrender and the war ended.

Star of Courage: On 1 April 1990, a fire broke out in the Boral Liquid Petroleum Gas storage facility at St. Peters in Sydney. N.S.W. Fire Brigade units from 
Alexandria and N ewtown attended this fire, which was finally brought under control after a nine hour battle. At one stage it was reported that a firefighter 
could not be located within the fire area and District Officer Alan Dwyer and Senior Firefighter K evin Fletcher drove into the facility to search for him. During 
their search, a 40,000 litre storage tank suddenly exploded, sending a fireball hundreds of metres into the air. The firemen, despite being close to this explosion 
and in extreme danger, continued their search which was eventually successful. 


In 1992 at Government H ouse Sydney, both were eventually awarded the Star of Courage for this incident. 

Bravery M edal and Royal Humane Society M edal: On 19 April 1994, two cars collided at the corner of Dean and Kiewa Streets, Albury N.S.W., the 59 year 
old woman driver in the front vehicle being trapped by her leg. A LPG gas tank in the boot of her car exploded, engulfing the car in flames. O ff-duty firefighter 
K evin Fletcher, now stationed in Albury was nearby and ran to assist. Entering the burning vehicle twice, he eventually freed the injured driver, being seriously 
burnt himself in the rescue. On 9 September 1994, Fletcher was awarded the N.S.W. Fire Brigades Conspicuous Bravery M edal for this rescue. 


Kevin Fletcher was awarded the Bravery M edal in September 1995 and the Royal Humane Society of N.S.W. Bronze M edal in October 1995 for this 
exploit. 


On 30 October 1996, at the Albury Central Fire Station, Kevin Fletcher collapsed and died. He was 49 years old. His funeral was attended by hundreds of 
fire fighters Statewide and many friends.

Star of Courage: granted 22/8/2011 to Charles Z erafa in recognition of an act of conspicuous courage in circumstances of great peril. 
Citation: On the morning of 9 M ay 2006, Mr Zerafa assisted a wounded police officer and confronted an armed offender at M angalore, Tasmania. 


M r Zerafa was travelling along the M idland Highway at M angalore, Tasmania, with a friend when hecameupon a police vehicle and another vehicle stopped 
by the side of the road. Two other drivers had stopped by the vehicle and were attempting to assist a police officer, who had been shot and was lying on the 
ground. One of the men notified police on the police radio of the situation, and informed M r Zerafa and his friend that a man was armed with a gun. As the 
two men moved away, Mr Zerafa approached the wounded officer and checked for a response. Despite the considerable risk to his own safety, he then yelled 
to the armed offender and tried to negotiate with him, but the man responded by pointing a gun directly at him. Mr Zerafa moved away as the offender knelt 
down beside the wounded police officer. The offender then went back to his vehicle and appeared to be reloading his weapon, which allowed M r Zerafa the 
opportunity to return to the police officer. While continually trying to negotiate with the gunman, Mr Zerafa inched closer to him, however the offender 
responded by pointing the gun at him again. Mr Zerafa continued negotiating until police arrived and arrested the man. 


By his actions M r Zerafa displayed conspicuous courage. 
RH SA Gold M edal: awarded in 2008. 


Citation: Charles Zerafa, of Roger River, Tas, in going to the rescue of a police sergeant from being killed by an armed man on the M idland Highway near 
Brighton, Tas on 9 M ay 2006. 


At about 10.45am a police sergeant intercepted a suspect vehicle being driven erratically. As he approached the car, the maledriver produced a .22 calibre pistol 
and shot the sergeant in the face. The sergeant fled to the rear of the suspect car and fell face down on the ground, playing "doggo" but bleeding profusely 
from the mouth, hoping the assailant would believe he was dead and leave. 


M r Zerafa and a friend stopped and came to assist and were told by others who had also stopped that the car driver was armed. 


M r Zerafa's friend moved back some distance while M r Zerafa walked towards the vehicle and checked the policeman without any response from the suspect 
driver who then reached into his car and produced a pistol and pointed it at Mr Zerafa who then backed away and tried to negotiate with the gunman. The 
gunman then went back to his own car as Mr Zerafa then went to the wounded officer and, with the pistol pointed at him, continued to try to negotiate with 
the gunman for several minutes when further police arrived and arrested the offender.

Citation: On April 9, 1986, whileon a routine patrol, Cst. Randy M arquardt observed a high-rise apartment building on firein Coquitlam, British Columbia. 
H aving requested back-up and alerted the fire department, he entered the building, climbed the stairs to the 12th floor and began knocking on doors to warn 
occupants and direct them to the stairwell. By this time, smoke was dense throughout the building. H e proceeded downstairs, stopping on each floor to alert 
occupants. Unable to enter the 9th floor because of the heavy smoke, he was met on the 8th by Sgt. Andrews who assisted him in his task. On the 6th floor, 
they were joined by Cst. Reg Steward and, having obtained a master key, they went back to the 12th floor to ensure all occupants had left the building. Again 
they were unable to enter the 9th floor. Once outside Cst. M arquardt, who had been overcome by smoke inhalation, was helped to an ambulance. Cst. Steward 
and Sgt. Andrews assisting in crowd control, observed seven people still stranded on 9th floor balconies. Along with Cst. Jan Van Den Born, they re-entered, 
climbed to the 9th and located apartments where people remained. They had to force their way in and break the balcony windows to get to the frightened 
occupants. They then assisted them to the stairwell and downstairs where they were treated for smoke inhalation. 


All four police officers were awarded the M edal of Bravery. They also received the Police Commissioner's Commendation. 


Jan Van Den Born was born in Holland and immigrated to Canada in 1953. He first lived in M aple Ridge, British Columbia in 1961 and was a volunteer 
fireman from 1966 to 1974. After working as a postman and a municipal employee he joined the Royal Canadian M ounted Police at 26 years of age. Some 
of his postings were at Surrey, Williams Lake and Coquitlam.

William Colin Pruden died at Wellington, NSW on 10 January 1951 at the 
age of 52. Hewas born on 12 September 1898 in Portsmouth, England and 
at the age of 16 enlisted in the Army and for a short time was attached to 
forces defending the British coast from unexpected German attacks. H esoon 
transferred to the Royal Air Force and completed pilot training at Croydon. 
During his term in the RAF he was on one occasion dropping propaganda 
leaflets when his plane was shot down over Franceby a member of thefamous 
Baron von Richthofen's Circus. He and his observer were captured, court 
martialled and sentenced to death for propaganda distribution. Fortunately, 
the British government intervened and threatened that if Pruden and his 
observer were shot there would bea reprisal on German prisoners held in 
England. As a result, the sentence was commuted and the pair spent two 
years as POWs in Germany. 


After the war, Pruden took a refresher course in flying and was sent to 
assist the occupation forces in the Rhine. While there he won the RAF 
Championship for the 400 metres running race held in July 1920. He was 
later sent to Constantinople where he was engaged in defending the British 
oil linesin Persia. In 1925 he migrated to Australia and purchased a grazing 
property near that of his sister in Armidale, NSW. Due to his inexperience 
he lost everything. He then obtained a position with the Local Government 
body at Campbelltown and later was promoted to Deputy Clerk at Coolamon 
and continued on developing his career in local government. At the outbreak 
of WWII he enlisted in the RAAF (Service N 0.267711) but was denied a 
release by the Local Government Department. H ewas however appointed an 
officer in the Citizen Air Forcein ] une1944 and in chargeof theAir Training 
Corps in Wellington. He enlisted in the Army (Service N o.N 427337) on 19 
M ay 1942 and at his date of discharge on 25 July 1944 was a Corporal 
with 25Bn of the Volunteer Defence Corps and for a time was in charge 
of training signallers. William Pruden continued in his civilian career and 
also took an active interest in community activities. After his funeral took 
place on January 11 his remains were interred in the M ethodist section of 
the Wellington Cemetery.

In/c with "Napier", "Jackal", "Kipling" +"Hasty" to do anti sub sweep in 
frontofA.M.C."Glenroy" +A/A Cruiser "Carlisle". "Glenroy" loaded with 
tanks and troops for Tobruk. 1600 the two ships were attacked by torpedo 
bombers & "Glenroy" hit Aft. "Carlisle" took her in tow. Weraced back at 
full soeed & just before we reached scene we were attacked. Fierce barrage 
drove them off and they machine gunned the Jackal killing one man. Fish 
dropped at us but missed by a mile. Caught up with "Carlisle" +" Glenroy" 
+ did A/S sweep around them.’ 


HMAS Nizam was a N-class destroyer commissioned into the RAN in 
1940. During the period of the above diary entries, Nizam was ferrying 
troops from Crete to Alexandria. She was then assigned to the Tobruk 
Ferry Service running supply runs to forces under siege at Tobruk. She 
made 14 runs before being damaged on 14 September by a near-miss bomb 
which cracked her oil pipes. After being repaired she spent the rest of 1941 
escorting M alta convoys on bombardment operations in north Africa and 
transporting troops to Cyprus and Haifa. On 21 October, while evacuating 
Australian infantry Rats of Tobruk to Alexandria, she came under attack 
by German Stuka dive bombers. 


At the start of 1942 she sailed for Singapore as one of the escorts for the 
aircraft carrier HM S Indomitable. In June Nizam was one of the escort 
ships for a large convoy to M alta and was then assigned to the M adagascar 
Campaign. On 22 September 1942 she was assigned to Durban to patrol for 
Vichy French merchant ships capturing one and forcing another to scuttle. 
Then, after a refit in South Africa, she was attached to the British Eastern 
Fleet participating in sweeps of the Indian Ocean for enemy ships.
